Israel still says war not inevitable

Des|>ite the doubfing of Syrian forees 
on its border with Jontan to two divi- 
sions in tilt past few days, IsneE analyBs 
stand by their original contention that 
war between tbe two countries is not 
inevitable.

Fascist leader^s bodyguard 
was Jew, says Paris report 


PARIS. — A young French Jew in- 
filtrated Fmce's leading neo-Nazi 
movement and became its leaders chief 
bodyguard, the Socialist p^>er Le Marin 
reveled on Friday. 

In an interview . with' the Parts 
newspa|>er, 29-year-old Jean-Yves 
Peilay, a former paratrooper and soldier 
in the French Foreign Lqgioo, claimed 
that he was the one who telephoned a 
news agency and claimed reaponn1»lity 
on behalf of the neo-Nazis for the Oc- 
tober 3^ boiDg of a qmagogue on Rue 
Copernic in udiich four penoos were 
lulled. Peilay said in the mterview that 
he did' not think the neo-Na^ had 
anyibiog to do Mth tbe bomUng. 

Peilay, the son of a iewMi mother and 
a non-Jewish father, said that as ikrashe 
knows the Freni^ neo-Nazis "are in- 
capable" of carrying out such a bombing 
operatim. 

Peilay said he was q){iroached last 
May during the "12 Hours for Israel" 
demonsiraiion in Paris Iqr a member of a 
Jewish orgaiiizMion who asked him ti in- 
filtrate tne Federation O'Actioh 
Nationale Euroiredne (FANE), whose 
■ctivit'ies were beginning to worry 
French Jewry. 

Over the months, Peilay — h» 
tall, crew-cut a{^)earanGe and muiiaiy 


experience — became head of FANE'S 
security service and chief of the 
bodyguard of the organization’s leader, 
Marc Fredricksen. 

PeOny sald that he had been ordered 
to link FANE to the Rue Cqiremic bom- 
bing by his Jewish organizittion. "to put 
them (the neo-Nazis) in a tough spot" 
But a man claiming to spe^ fbr the 
"Jewish Defence Ckganization" later 
told the Jewish Telegraphic Agency it 
bad never asked Peilay to tie FANE to 
the howitwng . But the man admitted 
having asked Peilay to iofiltrite and 
gather intelligcnee on the. neo-Nazis. 

Peilay also claimed that a PANE 
member had catried out the recent at- 
tack againsi an extreme left-wing 
{Miblication in Marseilles in which one 
man was killed. 

Peilay said that FANE consists. of 
some 30 members, mostly unbalanced 
youngsters, led by middle-aged man 
who drinks beer all day hmg."

tenced last month to 18 months in irrison 
for writing and pubbsbiag racist articles. 

Henri Hajdcnberg, president of the 
Zionist organization "Renouveau JuiT* 
was sceptical of Peila>*S story, s^ing he 
was unknown in the French Jewish com- 
munity.

Over 60 charged with plot 
to topple Philippine gov’t 


MANILA (AP). — The military yester- 
day formally charged more than W per- 
sons. including four top opposition 
leaders and two Americans, with plot- 
ting to overthrow the Philippine martial 
law regime through terrorist bombings. 

An ofncial announcement said the ac- 
cused. headed by U.S.-based former 
senators Benigno S. Aquino and Raul 
Manglapus. have been charged with 
rebellion, murder, illegal possession of 
explosives, and conspiracy to assassinate 
President Ferdinand E. Marcos, other 
high ofltcials and their families. 

The charges carry penalties ranging 
from 12 years imprisonment to death. 

The charge sheet linked the accused 
to terrorist bombings that rocked 
Manila from August to October, killing 
an American woman and wounding 70 
persons. 

The ofTicial announcement coincided 
with Marcos' order for the release of 232 
4narlial law prisoners. The order 
jollow-ed a recent 19-day prisoners' 


hunger strike in protest against prison 
conditions and their prolonged deten- 
tion. 

The two Americans were- identified as 
businessman Steve Psinakis, of San 
Francisco, and former U.S. soldier 
Edward Gregory Kandziora, 52, of Tuc- 
son, Ar'izona. They allegedly trained 
Filipino and American terrorists in an 
Arizona desen for bombing missions in 
the Philippines. 

A preliminary investigation will be 
conducted to determine if (here is- 
enough evidence to prosecute (he case . 
before a military tribunal, the announce- 
ment siud. 

Only about 20 of those charged are in 
military custody, including 15 who have 
allegedly admitted carrying out some of 
the bombings, the most dramatic of 
which occurred October 19 in Marcos' 
presence during the American Society 
of Travel Agents' congress here. The 
rest arc at large, including the two 
Americans.

6 top leftists abducted, 
slain in San Salvador 


SAN SALVADOR (UPI). — A powerfni 
-bomb blasted San Salvador's 
• Metropolitan Cathedral, where the 
bodies of six slain leftist leaden were 
lying in stale Friday. An ultra-rightist 
terrorist squad blam^ for kQiing the lef- 
tists claim^ responsibility for the explo- 
sion. 

The force of die blast ripped out the 
front of the church and sent the caskets 
of the slain leftists flying through (he 
cathedral. The body of one of the leflists 
was badly mutilat^ by the explosion, 
witnesses said. 

Five people, including one woman, 
were serioilsly iqjured by the bomb, 
which was planted in a car outside the 
cathedral. It set firyrofte cathedral and 
at least a dozen businesses surrounding 
the church, whefe about 50 leftist sup- 
porten were guarding the bodies. 

A male caller told a San Salvador 
radio station the bombing was the work 


of the Maximiiiano Hernandez Brigade, 
' an ultra-ri^tist "Death Squad" named 
after a Salvadoran president who killed 
30,000 peasants to .put down a 1932 
uprising. 

The kidnapping on Thursday of seven 
top leftist leaders apd the torture slaying 
of six of them raised fears of leftist 
reprisals in El Salvador and was denoun- 
ce by the U.5: State Department for 
fuelling a "vicious cycle" of terrorism. 

Leftist mtlilants set off two small 
bombs and burned a bus in downtown 
San Salvador. Rightwing terrorists 
answered by slitting the throats of five 
peasants whose bodies were dumped in 
Sonsonate. 75 kilometres west of the 
capHah . . i.. . 

- The machete-slashed corpses were 
covered with a cardboard sign saying= 
"Merry Christmas, people of Son- 
sonate... greetings from the Squadron of 
Death." 


Italy' indids 19 Brigades terrorists 


ROME (UPI). — ^ Tbe goveromeiil’s 
public prosdrutor on Friday indicted 19 
Red Brigades terrorists on charges of 
taking part in the kidnapping and killing 
of former premier Aldo Moro. 

The indictment handed down by 
prosecutor Nicolo Amato names a for^ 
mer electronics technician, Mario 
Mormi, as the mastermind behind the 
March 16. 1978 kidnapping of Moro. 
MorstU, 34, has narrowly evaded ca{v 
ture twice and is still at large. 

The indictment said the gang had links 
with the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion. the Baader-MeinhofT gang of West 
Germany, the Basque urban guerrilla 
movement in Spain and the Irish 
Republican Army in Tslorthem Ireland.

General Share Index hits 


another high at 306.7

TEL AV|V, Even financial analysts 
were surprised by the boom condiiions 
which prevailed in last week's share 
market. The General Share Index also 
established yet another all-lime htgh at 
306.7, thus more than tripling since 
January. This performance is im- 
pressive. even taking into account tbe 
more than 100 per cent rise in the cosi- 
(R-living index over the same period. 
Few ore willing to predict when ite bul^ 
ble will burst tmeauK past predictions 
proved fhlse. 

Along the road to a new share index 
high there was a distinct move away 
from commercial bank shares. The lat- 
ter. generally considered the safe bas- 
tion of conxrvative investors, not only- 
railed to attract funds but also experien- 
ced some selling pressure. Last Thurs- 
day, for example, when the market was 
experiencing boom conditions. Bank 
Hapoaltin shares were down by IS 
poinii. 

Trmling in commercial bank issues 
also faiM to dominate trading tur- 
novers. Trading in commerciai bank 
equities generally aUracts about 70 per 
cent of tbe total trading volume, but this 
'figure dropp^ to about one-third. 

During the week, a spate of financial 
developments added fuel to the rising 
market. The Elron group of companies 
annoed its intention of floating securities 
in the U.S. Elron is the holding company 
for a number of science-based industrial 
concerns. Its major holdii^ include 
■bout a one-third interest in Elsctnct 
Ltd., a major stoke in Elbh Ltd., and a 60 
per cent interest in Fibroaics Ltd., a 
young entry in the fiber optics field.- 

The willingness of the American 
financial community to assist Israeli 
concents in raising equity capital is a 
most welcome development. Undoub- 
tedly 'cncooragement has been drawn 
from the successful placing erf* the Sd- 
Tex Ltd. shares last May. 
r r It is undcokcdiflbhat Laser Industries ' 
Ltd. is welPaBvan^ in Its plans to float 
an issue of sharn which should raise 
about SSm. 

The other major news during the week 


was the Rubinstein group's purchase of 
Rassco from the Jewidi .Agency. The 
purchase price was S9.5 million and it in- 
cluded the Arad and Isns subudiories. 
Apparently the news of (he negotiations 
was leaked out, because Rassco shares 
have been on asteady upward eoune for 
the past two weeks. The Rubinstein in- 
terests have made a good deal. The 
Rassco inventory of land, according to 
company reports, is substantially bi^er 
than the purchase price. By selling off 
part of tbe properties, tbe new owners 
will have oMained comrol of a major 
building company for next to nothing. 

The conditions prevailing on tbe 
index-linked bond market with the 
resulting high prices have made new 
issue purchases from the Bank of Israel 
attractive once again. By the end of last 
week, the central bank bad sold about 
IS400m. of new bsues. Today, the last 
day of the calendar month, will andoub- 
(edly see an addiiiona) rush to purchase 
new' issue bonds which will be linked to 
the November index. 

Sci-Tex Ltd., manufacturer of com- 
puterized graphics equipment, announ- 
ced Iasi week that eami^ for the quar- 
ter ending September 30 bad exceeded 
the $500,000 mark and were nearly 
quadruple the earnings achieved in the 
comparable period last year.

— The gold- 
smuggling trial of El Al' Captain Akiva 
Pressman and four other defendants en- 
ded on Friday with ftnir eonvietions and 
the acquittal of Micha) Adar, 
PreSNUon's prifriend. 

District Court Judge Menahem Ilan 
set sentencing for December 12. 

Former stewardess Adar, whose 
Ra'onaaa flat was the seene of the 
transfer of 50 kilograms of smuggled 
gold on tbe night of Pressman's arrest in 
July I9TO, burst into teats when the 
judge cleared her of all guih in the cose. 
After her exoneration. Adar wanted to 
move from the defendants' bench to 
another part of the eouitroom. but she 
changed her mind and remained at 
Pressman's for the rest of the 
proceedings. 

Pressman was found guilty of ail 
charges to which be confessed: posses- 
sion of ^d and foreign currency, and 
ittegol dealings in gold and foreign 
currency. He was found innocent of 
conspiring to commit a felony. 

Pressman and three other defendants 
— .Arkia branch manager Shalom 
Baruch, and yeshiva students Yehoshua 
Weisd and Mosfae Dub&nger — were all 
cleared ^ charges ^ withholding infor- 


mation from the authorities on foreign' 
currency. 

Judge Han ruled that even though the; 
law requires those accused of foreign; 
currency v-toiations lo pass on informa-s 
tion to Uie authorities, every citizen still! 
has the ri^t not to testify against him-' 
self. 

Pressman was also found euiltv of. 
breach of trust lowai^ B Al for fading, 
to comply customs regulations reac- 
quiring every captain to report the coQ^i 
tents and cargo of his plane. The judge! 
explained that if this were simply a: 
technical violation of the law Pressman- . 
would not have been convicted of 
breach of trust. 

Baruch Shalom was convicted of 
iDegal possession of $31,000, which he 
was holding on the night of the arrest.

Soaring oil stocks push 


Dow Jones towards 1,000 


NEW YORK (AP). — Among all the 
many stock groups that have soared in 
Wall Street’s 1980 bull market, few can 
match the performance of the oQ issues. 

Consider Texaco, one of the industry 
pants, whose shares barely budged out 
the $20 range for most of ahe past 
decade. From 29H early this qrring, Tex- 
aco climbed to record levels above S3 by 
late in the past week. Over tbe same 
period Exxon has risen from S4M to tbe 
upper 80s, and Standard Oil of Califor- 
nia from 61 M to around 1 IS. 

All three of those issues are compo- 
nents of the Dow Jones Industrial 
Average, and they have played no small 
part in the averse's renewed bid this 
month to creek the mystical 1,000 level. 

For the four-day trading week, shor- 
tened by the Tbankqjving holiday on 


Thursday, the average rose 3.41 to 
993 J4. The New York Stock Exchange 
Composite Index climbed .85 to a record ; 
81.0^ and the American Stock Ex- 
change Market Value Index picked up 
i2.31 to 370.75, also a new high. Big " 
board volume averaged 49.13 million t 
shares a day, against the record pace o£_, 
61.18 million set the week before. 

For more venturesome investor* 
willing to put their money on lesser*, 
known oil stocks, the rewmds in somC- 
cases have been ^ctacular. 

One case in point is Tom Brown Ihc^,-j 
trad^ in the over-the-counter maritetV 
Tbe stock of the Midland. Texas, oil and 
gas concern was quoted, adjusted for 
subsequent splits, as low as 4 bid in 1979 
and lOX early ibis year. This past week it* 
was pushing 50.

QjLiake relief bolsters Chadli’s prestise

I ALGIERS. — Twenty miles outs'ide the 
city of AkAsnam. an Algerian soldier in 
green fatigues stopped an incoming car, 
examined the driver's papers, then 
waved him on. The soldier is part of a 
small but effective army unit that has 
been drafted in to ixm the town and 
maimain esseiuial services in the uflcix- 
math of the earthquake that killed 5,000 
and mode tens of thourands homel^. 

Soldiers are' visible everywhere. They 
dig in the rubble, drive the huge tankers 
that keep the city's survivors supplied 
with water, direct traffic and keep t 
watchful eye on looters, occasionally 
shooting them on sight. 

Bringing in the army was the idea of 
Algeria's avuncular Prerident, Chadli 
Benjedid. himself a former soldier. 

The army's backing was the key fttetor 
lhat swung ,the biuance In t^haiiUilJi 
fbvour after Prerident Boumediemie- 
died in 1978 and the question arose of 
choosing- hfs successor. To Ihe surprise 
of some Algeria watchers, (he two key 
contenders for Boumedienne's succes)- 
rion. the then Foreign Minister Abduel- 
Azlz Bouieflika and his rival, party co- 
ordinaror. Muhammed Saleh Yahyaoui, 


stepped aside in favour of Chadli. 

In fact Chadii's succession was not all 
chat surprising since be was the army's 
choice and the army had in effect run 
Algeria ever since Boumedienne 
deposed the countiy's civilian President, 
Ahmad Ben Bella, in a military coup in 
1965. 

.But Boumedienne's Jong stint in 
power also brought into public 
prominence two of his party's iieute- 
oanis. (he liberal-leanwg Bouteflikaand 
the left-orientated Yahyaoui. Both made 
a bid for power when Boumedienne died 
and. when unsuccessful, tried to curb 
the powcK of his successor by backing 
the creation of a powerful party poiit- 
buro and central committee along Soviet 
lines. ’ 

Chadli has used his time in power to 
consoiidaie his position at the expense 
of. both the politburo.and centrai fom- 
miiiee. Backed by the army, he is now 
the undisputed leader of Algeria with 
both the poUtburo and centra/ commit- 
tee reduced to advisory functions. 

The testing period for Cbadli was in 
June, during the ruling National Libera- 
tion Front Party's congress. He 
managed then to have the poUtburo's 


membership reduced from 17 to seven, 
besides bringing in some of his own pei^ 
sonal supporters. A cabinet resbuflle the 
next month consdidaied his posiiioa. 

Since then ChadlPs main cliallenge 
has been to contend with the effecis of 
the Al-Asnam earthquake. His efllcient 
management of reuef work has in- 
creased his prestige and that of the anny 
at a critical time in Algeria's develop- 
ment. 

Partly because of the policies followed 
by Boumedienne. Algeria is facing acute 
social and economic unrest, some of 
which was evident in July, when students 
demonstrated against the government's 
education policy. 

Many believe, however, that these 
protests against education reforms were 
only an excuse to hit out on deeper 
issues, including the hi^ rate of youth 
vnemp/oyraent, inadequate housing, low 
standards of education and badly 
managed essential services like 
transport. 

Many of these problems have their 
roots in the policies followed by 
Boumedienne who. for example, in- 
vested much of the country's oil and gas 
revenues in caphalnniensive heavy in- 


dustry projects which did little to bring 
down unemployment. 

He also encouraged a high population 
growth to match the demo^phic power 
of his neighbour and rival, Morocco. 
Algeria's population of 19.5 million t<^ 
day is twice what it was at the time of in- 
dependence of 1962. The effects on the 
social services and unemployment have 
been disastrous. 

Some of these policies are now being 
reviewed by ChadlL He has, for in- 
stance.' changed inx*e$tment priorities 
away from eapiial-intenrive industries to 
emplc^eni-generatiog consumer ones. 
He has also promised, as the new five- 
year plan shows, to boost spending on 
housing and the social services, and he 
has maintained bis porition without 
brutality. 

After Al-Asnam, however, and the 
possible shrinking of the country's . 
economic cake, Chadli may find his 
polieies of gradual change arc not 
enough to meet ever-faigher expecta- 
tions. He will then have no chcuce but to 
di^icnse with his avuncular image and 
use the (rusted anny to implement bis 
decirions. 
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Algeria ,qains from Gulf war

ALGIERS. — Algerian oil production, 
not prominent in the worid market, has 
taken on new importance in the wake of 
t/ie Gulf war that has shut down the flow 
from the wells of the two oil giams, Iraq 
and Iran. ' 

“Becuose the market is now delicately 
balanced, in fact outright short. 'Algerian 
oil has become imiranani," said one 
Wbstem energy speeialisL 
Oil and hs related industries have 
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always been of major importance to this 
Mediterranean nation, the main source 
of its income and the largest single em- 
ployer. 

tVestem economic specialists based 
here, however, say that Algeria's role as 
an exporter of crude oil is destined to 
decline — in fact has begun to do so. But 
its reserves of natural gas put it at tbe 
top of the world list of manufacturers 
and exporters. 

Algeria currently produces one 
million barrels of oil a day. 50 million 
tons annually, charging a premium price 
of 37 dotiais a barrel. 

The income from oil and related 
materials fornu 50 per cent of the 
Algerian budget," said Rene Forceville, 
an economic attache at the French em- 
b^y here, *^and 96 per cent of oil 
Algerian exports are oil and hydrocar- 
bons." 

Other exports include dales, wine, 
eork and oranges, but the agriculture 
sector is sadly neglected and production 
steadily decreases. 

Forceville said Algeria earned about 
$6b. from oil and hydrocarbons exports 
in 1978. 'The United States is the largest 
importer of Algerian oil, and in 1979 
bou^t more th^ half of its chide. 

The Algerian oil and gas industry is 
dominated by SONATRACH {Soei6t6 
Nationale pour la Recherche, la Produc- 
tion, le Transport, la Transformation et 
la CommericialisaUon des Hydroear- 
bures). with 87J100 workers. It is wholly 
state-owned, arid handles a// octirities in 
the hydrocarbon industries in Algeria, 
except for some 20 per cent of crude oil 
production still controlled by foreign 
companies, 

*‘tVhile oil production is waning, 
Algeria is currently the world’s largest 
exporter ofliquified natural gas (LNG)". 
said tbe energy specialist. Algeria has 
natural gas reserves of about IQO trillion 
cubic feel, 

Liquified natural gas is oatural gas at a 
temperature of minus 259 degrees 


Fahrenheit, making K easier to transport 
laiger quantities of the gas. 

The specialist explained that 
producers of LNG were bound to sell to 
certain nations that the equipment 
to receive it. "The seUer and buyer are 
pretty much tied together," he said. 

New LNG plants are being built and a 
pipeline to Italy is under cmsininion, 
which should bring naiDraJ gas exports 
up to 43 biUion euWe metres a year 
by the raid-198irs. and produce annual 
export earnings of over four billion 
dollars. 

Exports of liqui/ied natural gas in 1978 
were II. 8 billion cubic metres, but went 
down this year because of a price di^ 
pule with a mafw U.S. customer that has 
halted production at a plant here 
since April. 

On April I, (980 SONATRACK stop- 
ped deliveries to the U.S.-based El Paso 
Co. tn an dTort to raise the price of li- 
quified natural gas from Sl.95 per nul- 
lion British (herma/ units fBTUS) to Stf. 

The aim b to increase (Im gaf price to

terms. The Algerians consider it badfy 
underpriced in the original contracts. 

The U.S. Department of Energy, as 
cner^price regulator for the Unit^ 
States, has taken over the negotiations 
for El Paso, and the talks continue.

FOR SOME time it has been the Tashion to divide the Arab world into 
radical and moderate states. 

In the view of western diplomats, the nidicaJs were those who leaned 
to the Soviet Union, rejected the very possibility of ultimate agreement 
with Israel, and supported terrorism in the Middle East and el^where. 

The moderates, on the other hand, were linked to the West through 
pipelines of oil. money and military hardware, subscribed to UN 
Security Council Resolution 242, which envis^ed a resolution of the 
Arab-lsrael conflict, and generally shied away from importing or export 
ting revolution, whether of the right or the left. 

After the Camp David agreements, this distinction tost much of Hs 
meaning. Egypt, under President Sadat, emerged as the true, and only 
moderate state. American ineptitude, European avarice, and Israeli 
rigidity combined to keep Sadat and Egypt in splendid isolation as the 
only Arab state committed to the West, committed to peace and com- 
mitted to evolution, not revolution, in the Middle East 

The Iran-Iraq war buried the radical-moderate distinction completely. 
Soviet-oriented Iraq was now joined by the West's favoured monarchies, 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia, in ^ignment against fundamentalist Iran and 
Kremiin-armed Syria. For those western diplomats who clung to the 
idea of a moderate camp, it now probably meant Riyadh's willingness to' 
pump more oil to western refineries. j 

If the point was not clear before, last week's summit meeting in Am- 
man clinched it. 

Here the West's favourite sons, prodded by Iraq, strove to outdo the 
boycotting radicals — Syria, Libya, South Yemen, Algeria and the PLO. 
Not only did they Intone the extreme positions of the PLO, they of- 
ficially renounced Resolution 242. 

For King Hussein especially, this willingness to scuttle the sole 
legitimate baas of all Middle East peace efforts since the Six-Day War, 
must be considered extraordinary. With Syrian tanks poised at his bor- 
der, perhaps it was a price he chose to pay for Iraq's support. 

Whatever his motive, Hussein must be considered as having removed 
himself from any right to negotiate the future of the West Bank, unless 
and until he again endorses Resolution 242. As far as Israel is concerned 
he should now be placed in the same category as the PLO. 

It is astonishing, therefore, that neither the United States, vriiich since' 
1967 has referred to Resolution 242 as its "Bible" for a Middle East set- 
tlement, nor the Israel Government, whose commitments at Camp 
David are grounded in 242, have bestirred themselves to react to 
Hussein's grave departure. 

Curious too, though perh^s not surprising, is the absence of a reac- 
tion from the European Common Marlcet states. They can be counted 
upon to convene in Luxembourg tomorrow, as scheduled, and ste^- 
fastly call for a new peace effort in the Middle East, based not on the 
Camp David accords, but on 242. 

Perhaps the disarray in Che Arab world except for Egypt — 
triggered by the Iraq-Iran war has come too swiftly and confusedly for ' 
the present architects of western and Israeli policy and ^eir preoccupa> 
tions. 

In the White House the old tenant is making w^ for the new, who, 
oddly, has already aspired publicly to deal with Hussein and has yet to 
say a good word ateut Praident Sadat 

And in Jerusalem, a government on its last legs is transfixed by 
domestic poUtics, including debme over a Jordanian option, with a 
Labour opposition that sets the terms of this debate without reference to 
what is said in Amman. 

Unfortunately, the march of events will not halt until our political 
managers are ready to decipher it.

TNI: NliWS of .Syrian ifoop concenira- 
lionx iilonp the Jordanian fronlier re- 
minds us ihui ihe two countries share 
one of (he least stable borders in the 
region, it is not. the first tim.e that there . 
h.*ivc been hostile troop eoncenimtions 
in Jordan «i'nd Syria: their border has 
seen mutual betrayal. Byzantine plots, 
invasion, terrorism, suboti^e. murder — 
-aJI of the ingredients of intrigue-filled 
intcr-Arah relations. 

Just a decade ago. in September 1^0, 
the .Syrians, posing os “Palestinian 
rnrec.s.“ sent 300 tanks and air units 
across (he border. The Damascus a(- 
lempi to slab King Hussein in the back 
during his life-and-death struggle 
ugainti the PLO was turned back by the 
Jordanian army. One of Hussein's out- 
standing units was Ihe Jordanian 40th 
Armoured Brigade, whose wounded 
eomnuinder led his formation from a 
struteher. 

Bui Jordanian gallantry would theo 
have been oftitile avail had not the U.S, 
and Israel in a coordinated move, wvidly 
described by Henry Kisunger in his 
Whitf Hmse Years, threatened the 
I Syrian roFces, causing them to withdraw. 

'Ten years previously, in September 
19M). King Hussein concentrated hts 
iVtrees along that same border, ready to 
invade Syria. 

A bomb planted by Nasser's Syrian 
Intelligence (Egypt and Syria were then 
a union) killed the Jqidaniaa Prime 
MinL'4er H.va* el-MaJali, a close friend 
of the King, in the prime minister's of- 
fice in Amman. It had apparently been 
intended for Hussein, who was due to • 
visit the ofrice that day. 

(I was serving as head of Israel's 
military intelligence at the time. There 
has been a published report of a meeting 
initialed by the Jordanians, in which 
Amman's representative informed me 
that his country was pulling its forces 
away from the Israel border, because of 
developments in Syria. According to the 
report, he requested that Israel not draw 
the wrong conclusqns from that move.) 

Xing Hussein was dissuaded from 
what could well have been an act of folly 
by the British and U.S. ambasssdon to 
Amman, who argued with him late into 
the m'ght. 

in his rnerrioirs, Hussein recalls 
several Syrian attempts on his life. He 
vividly describes the time when he was 
piloting a plane across Syrian airspace, 
and Syrian fighters attempted to shoot 
him down. Only his skilful aert^tics 
saved his life. 

And Hussein tells how, in 1967. he 
waited in vun for a Syrian brigade to 
come to his aid on the West Bw. He 
paid that “debt" back sbe yean later, 
when he refused to attack Israel across 
(he Jordan River in the Yom Kippur 
War Instead, he only sent a token force 
to the Golan Heights. 

THIS BACKGROUND of hostility 
makes unremarkable another rising in 
tension along the Syria-Jordan border. It 
only Mrves to emphasize the stqier- 
ficiality and falseness of the “brotherly 
relations'* periodically proclumed by 
King Hussein and Pr»dent Assad. 

TTie concentration of Syrian forces 
along the Jordanian border, which

Troop concentrations along the Syria-Jordan frontier have im- 
plications extending far beyond the relations of the two countries, 
and even reaching the West Bank, writes CHAIM HERZOG. 
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Hnaseia and Aasad: dedarztions of brotimbood ami assassinatioB attempts. 
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publicly armounced. obviously was 
aimed at the Arab summit eoafereuce, 
which took place last week in Amman. It 
reminded the Arab states of the fact that 
an important Arab military element was 
abseru frmn the conference and that its 
resolutions would consequently have 
much less vaHdity.^ 

But there is 'also the Russian im- 
ponderable behind these inter^Arab 
threats. Syria signed a treaty of 
friendship vritb the Soviet Union only 
(wo months ago, many detaSs of whitii 
are not readily available. And it must be 
thought that moves such as these would 
not 1 m carried out without the prior eon- 
nivarice of the Soviets. There are indica- 
tions that the Russians have made a deal 
which provides for some form of Soviet 
presence in Syria — perhaps a naval 
base in. Latakia or Tarsus. That presence 
would undoubtedly be available to 
bolster a tottering Assad r^me la the 
event cX an uprising in Syria. 

Of course, Preadent Assad cannot 
over-step the mark. The creation of an 
atmosphere of tension along the border 
must of neceaity help him in hk internal 
struggle: By the same token. Assad must 
know (hat while it is relatively simple to 
embazk im a wur. k k not so simpie to 


bring It to a eonclusion. 

And then, one never knows how a war 
will end. Syria m^u^ be aware of that, 
after its experiences in 1 970, and when ft 
looks at the final outcome of the Yom . 
Kippur. War of 1973. Even when Assad 
looks at his sworn enemy, Sadam Hus- 
sein oMraq. he must be reminded of the 
dangers of starting a war. 

It mny well be that the Syrian move is 
a way of threatening King Hussein, of 
telling him not to go too far in snoport of 
the Iraqi forces, and particularly to dis- 
suade him from sending Jordanian 
troops to Iraq. 

STRANGELY ENOUGH, it k also pos- 
sible that the Syrian moves are tied to 
the impending struggle for control of the 
Arab population of the West Bank. It is 
of great interest to note Aai, for the first 
time In its existence.' the Palestine 
Liberation Orgaruzation absented itself 
from on Arab conference. 

In the post year, there has been agreat 
deal written about King Hussein's moves 
in the West Bank, which have ^en 
been interpreted as an- attempt to 
weaken the PLO there. *nus b true 
despite Hussein's dialogue with Yasser 
Ar^at. which began two years ago, and

As a fairly new immigrant from Ac 
U.S, (where price-fixing is illegal), I have 
continued my pmtice of stretching my 
income by shopping as carefully and in- 
telligently as I can. All consumers in 
Israel know that intelligent price com- 
paring is difTicult because many hems 
are simply unmarked. Unit-pricing, of 
coutse, does not exist. 

Therefore, whenever competitive 
pricing exists, I purchase the hem I need 
at a place where h is least expensive. 
There are many others who also follow 
this phUosophy: just observe the crowds 
in Jcrumlcm at 'ftahane Yehuda, 
Hypershuk, L'heapmaritet — and Alba 
pharmacy. Why shouldn't erwtgetic and 
creative business people compete for my 
hard-earned shekel by offering me more 
for my money? And if a pharmacy, shop, 
or bank should choose to stay c^en at 
night or on holidays. I will take my 
business there for the convenience of 
.scnicc which may be worth the price. 

1 certainly hope that Health Minister 
tlie/er Shusuik will listen to the con- 
sumers. his Gonstiiuents, as well as to the 
pharmacists. As a consumer, I want the 
Health Minixry <o assure me that ^ 
drugs sold in Israel, prescription and 
non-prescripcion, are what they purport 
to be — that b, properly compounded, 
safe, and with an explanation of 
dangerous sidc-cfTccts printed on the 
wrapper, t do not want the HcafUi 
Minutry to protect one group of health 
emrepreneurs hy setting uniform prices. 
Has the Health Ministry set uniform 
prices for the practice of privite den- 
tistry. medicine or psychology? 

Let the Hedth Minhtiy perform its 
prtper role of licensing profesaosals so 
that I can be assured that my doctors, 
demists and pharmacists are properiy 
qualified. Why should my lax money be 
spent trying to enforce price-Rxing to 
l^ect the profits of pbannacists? Let 
(he market determine the price, and I

Sir, — It would seem that ecouomic 
futility can be luised to the level of afine 
art. There is the way things are done in 
Oielm, and the way th^ are done in tte 
rest of the world. Let us coniider, for ex- 
ample. last week's media concern: over- 
supply of frozen chickens. 

In Chelm, one looks at warehouses 
bursting \rith unsold frozen chickens — 
unsold, primarily, because their price is 
so high. One then calculates the high 
cost of continuing to store these 
chickens (electricity, supervision, etc.); 
perhaps one also adds the cost of 
building new warehousing facilities — 
and one promptly raises the alreiuiy'too 
high price of frozen chickens. The fact 
that excessively high price is responsible 
for the oversupply in the first place is 
deemed irrelevant. What is fundamental 
is that the price must be honest: one 
-adds a fair profit maigin to all the cost 
factors that present themselves » and 
that r& the necessary price to the con- 
sumer.

When I 
returned I saw the bodies in the 
room which serves for making the 
meat kosher. Aharoni took a giant 
carving knife and began cutting 
the neck and leu of the two bodies.
